The difficulty in securing a Jury for the trial
of Mrs. Fleming and the humiliating examina¬
tions to which talesmen are subjected illustrate
the importance of the new law providing for
special juries In criminal trials of exceptional
Importance, f.ir the enactment of which we are

chiefly ¡ndeM.il to Justice Barrett. It is to lie
regretted that the machinery for the earrying
of this law Into effect was not proviilcd in time
to enable such a Jury to be impanelled ln this
MMR* We should then have escaped the scenes

which have been enacted in the Recorder's court

for several days, and which have brought into
contempt the existing methods for the selection
of Jurors.

Mayor Strong discharged an important duty
yesterday In the api«*ointment of 17G> school in-
spectorR-five for each of the thirty-flve districts
into Which the city has been divided by the
Bo.-ird of Education. The selections as a whole
are to be commended; some of them will lx· seen

at a glance to be conspicuously good. Forty-live
«»f the former trustees and twelve of the former
inspectors are included in the list, and the city
will get the benefit of their experience ln school
matters. Thirty-seven of the Inspectors, or a
little more than one-fifth, are women. Tlie
Mayor declares that he considered neither poll-
tics nor religion ln choosing the inspectors, it
Is to be hoped that the inspectors will regard
ueither religion nor politics in the performance
nf their duties.

The Brooklyn Board of Estimate has gone
about the work of preparing the budget for the
coming year in a slashing fashion that indicates
a reckless rather than a conservative disposi¬
tion.

This was to be expected, since tbe bill
received the «>ttii-':t 1 approval of Mayor Strong,
nnd was regarded with favor by our citisene
generally. The principal object of the bill is to
make it easier to scuro a bidder for the fian¬
chine arben tbe Commissioners are ready to offer
it for sale. F..r the present they can do nothing
in that direction, for their hands are tied while
waiting for tbe decision of tbe Appellate Di¬
vision on the report <»f the special commission
favoring the construction of underground roads.
